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SCHOOL  REPORT, 
FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  AUG,  31,  1881. 


THERE  has  been  no  change  of  teachers  in  the  Graded  School  during*  the 
year,  and  there  has  been  about  the  usual  progress  in  all  the  depart- 
ments ;  and  we  think  the  school  has  fairly  maintained  its  position  among 
the  good  schools  of  our  county  and  state. 

There  has  been  some  falling  off  in  the  average  attendance  in  the  Fall 
and  Winter  terms  and  some  increase  in  the  Summer  term.  The  decreased 
average  attendance  was  owing  to  the  prevalence  of  diptheria  in  town,  and 
a  good  deal  of  sickness  among  the  children. 

The  irregularity  of  attendance  which  naturally  followed  was  a  source  of 
discouragement  and  difficulty  to  the  teachers  in  disarranging  classes,  but 
those  who  were  able  to  attend  regularly  made  good  progress.  The  plan 
of  study  and  teaching  is  about  the  same  as  that  pursued  the  past  few 
years,  except  in  the  first  primary  department,  the  word  method  in  teach- 
ing beginners  to  read  has  been  adopted  with  good  results,  instead  of  first 
spending  a  long  time  on  the  alphabet.  It  is  found  that  children  from  the 
first  learn  to  read  easy  words  as  easy  as  thej  learn  single  letters,  and  their 
progress  is  more  rapid. 

The  Fall  term  has  commenced  with  a  very  full  attendance  in  the  first 
department,  over  80  mipils  being  registered,  a  number  too  large  for  any 
one  teacher.  It  may  be  advisable  to  transfer  part  of  them  to  the  less 
crowded  second  department.  There  has  been  purchased  during  the  year 
with  a  fund  raised  for  the  purpose  some  maps  and  charts,  a  large  atlas,  a 
biographical  dictionary  and  works  of  reference.  Including  $20  drawn 
from  the  state,  there  remains  a  fund  to  be  expended  for  other  needed 
aparatus.
